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1, At Svilencrad there ia only one infantry battalion; its code designation 
is not known. 


2. Unidentified sections of 12 Infantry Regiment (Harmanli) have moved to 
Iyubimets for summer field training. 


3. 23 and 30 Infantry Rezimente of & Division are conducting training 
maneuvers in the areas of Simeonovgrad, Dervishka Mocila and Topolovgrad,. 


4. Six tanks arrived in the village of Kirllovo on 29 duly 1950; their 
size and type is not known, 


5. On 26 July 1950, Soviet officers in uniform, traveling in two automobiles, 
visited the area around Malvk Makaz. 


6 On 26 July 1950, reservists of the classes 1921 through 1926 were called 
up for active duty and were informed that they would be sent to the 
Bulgarian-Yugoslav border. 
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
